THE SECOND-HAND BOOKSELLER.* 


No branch of the book business makes so 
many demands upon the intellectual activities 
and business qualifications of its followers as 
does that of the dealer in second-hand books. 
One who aspires to become a so-called “all 
round” second-hand bookseller, must have a 
good schooling, supplemented by a reading 
acquaintance, at least, with such modern lan- 
guages as French and German. A rudiment- 
ary knowledge of Latin is not only desirable 
but indispensable, as without it the literature 
of antiquity would remain sealed to one en- 
tirely ignorant of Latin “as with seven seals ;” 
indeed, not only the literature of the classic 
age, but much of that of comparatively recent 
date, when Latin was still the language of 
scholarship, would remain inaccessible with- 
out some knowledge of its rudiments. Later 
he will find it necessary to become initiated 
in the mysteries of early paper-making, the 
making of inks and types, as well as printing, 
bookbinding and the ornamentation of books; 
that field of iconography which relates to por- 
traits, emblems, etc.; xylography, etching, en- 
graving on wood, copper, steel, etc. ; illuminat- 
ing and the work of the early copyists, etc.; 
in short, he must have some sort of acquaint- 
ance with the processes by which books, both 
manuscript and printed, came into the world 
and were made attractive to the eye. A por- 
tion of this knowledge he must store in his 
memory for immediate use, a larger. portion 
he must be able to locate in the literature ex- 
‘sting upon these subjects; hence, he must 
have a sense of order and a retentive memory, 
or be able to train it to become so.

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Besides these requisites, the aspirant to hon- 
ors in the second-hand book business should 
have, by way of preparation, the capacity to 
express himself concisely and intelligibly in 
conversation and correspondence; and, inas- 
much as he will come into contact chiefly with 
cultivated people, politeness and tact must be 
acquired if they are not inborn. There will 
also be required of him a certain amount of 
commercial instinct, if not training, because 
every one connected with the second-hand 
book business will sooner or later be called 
upon to judge the values of stock as well as 
to dispose of it by commercial manipulation— 
that is, he must qualify himself to be able to 
buy as well as to sell books. 

We do not claim that he who wishes to 
identify himself with the old booktrade must 
necessarily be a scholar, or even half a 
scholar, at the start; what we do maintain is 
that, without a good education, a certain 
amount of commercial genius and a deter- 
mination to take advantage of all the oppor- 
tunities offered in the second-hand book busi- 
ness to train himself and to acquire that com- 
prehensive, if not always thorough, knowledge 
indispensable to him who aspires to reach the 
very top of his profession, the young man 
who enters this branch of the booktrade, un- 
less he devotes himself specially to modern 
English literature or that comprehensive field 
now known as “Americana,” can never hope 
to raise himself much above the level of a 
dealer in junk. 


DUTY ON MEMORANDUM BOOKS. 


Tue United States General Appraiser at 
New York, Mr. Fischer, handed down a d: 
cision on November 14 on the classification of 
pocket memorandum books, slate books, mem 
orandum books with a small mirror and a 
pencil attached, and lithographically printed 
religious pictures in metal frames, all im 
ported by B. Illfelder & Co,, of New York. 

The goods were assessed as follows: The 
memorandum books and slate books at 35 
per cent as manufactures of paper, the mir 
ror and pencil books at 25 per cent. on the 
books and 25 per cent. ad valorem and 45 
cents.a gross on the pencils, and the pictures 
at 45 per cent. as manufactures of metal. 
The importers claimed admission for all the 
books at 25 per cent.'as “books,” and for the 
pictures at 35 per cent. as- “toys.” Mr. 
Fischer sustained their protest on the books, 


Mr. Fischer also overruled a protest by 
Gustav Kahn, of Chicago, claiming admission 
for lithographically printed “wall pockets”, at 


35. per cent. as manufactures of, paper. He. 
' ruled that they were dutiable as lithographic 
' prints at 6 cents a pound. 
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THE PRESIDENT OF THE ABBEY 
PRESS IN TROUBLE. 


As the result of an investigation of the af- 
fairs of the Abbey Press, which, after several 
reorganizations or changes, had a fire last 
February and a failure later, Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Garvan, according to the 
New York Sun, on November 17 caused 
the arrest of Charles F. Rideal, formerly 
president of the concern, on a warrant charg- 
ing him with grand larceny. The complaint 
filed with the warrant in the Tombs police 
court accuses another man, who has had at 
least an unofficial connection with the affairs 
of the Abbey Press, and he will be arrested 
if he can be reached. The District Attorney's 
Office promises, too, that there will be some 
more investigating and perhaps some more 
results. 

The charge against Mr. Rideal is that with 
one Max Hart he purchased some $17,000 
worth of cloth from time to time on credit, 
and that this cloth was sold sometimes on the 
day of receipt at auction in New York and 
Baltimore. Mr. Garvan says that the cloth 
was sold at.a sacrifice, and that there is no 
evidence that the money realized from these 
quick sales was ever turned over to the Ab- 
bey Press, Mr. Rideal’s protest to the con- 
trary notwithstanding. The cloth was pur- 
chased, so it was stated at the time, to make 
bags to hold books that were to be given 
away as souvenirs to the youthful buyers of 
the juvenile books printed by the Abbey 
Press. Mr. Garvan has been unable, he says, 
to find that the Abbey Press ever made a sin- 
gle book bag out of all the $17,000 worth of 
cloth. In fact, he says, Mr. Rideal tells him 
that the only bags ever made from the cloth 
were three, which Mrs. Rideal made. 

The complaint on which Mr. Rideal was 
arrested this week was made by a member of 
the firm of M. Lowenstein & Son, of New 
York. It is alleged that Rideal got 25,000 
yards of cloth worth $1900 from that firm. 
With the complaint were filed affidavits from 
F. J. Schell, the Abbey Press’s shipping clerk, 
that the cloth had been delivered to him and 
immediately taken away, and from J. L. Seale, 
the present secretary, that the company had 
not profited by the transaction. 

Rideal told Magistrate Cornell that the 
cloth was paid for at the time it was obtained. 
The magistrate said he would parole Rideal 
to get $1500 bail. Assistant District Attorney 
Miner objected. “This is a very important 
case,” he said. “Fraudulent transactions ag- 
gregating more than $19,000 have been traced 
to Rideal and, under the circumstances I do 
not think it safe to parole him.” The magis- 
trate, however, did not alter his decision.

BYRON AND THE MURRAYS—NEW 
LIGHT ON AN OLD STORY. 


Joun Murray, the present head of the fa- 
mous publishing house, in an interview with 
James Milne, printed in The Book Monthly 
tor November, said, “There is an old story to 
the effect that Byron sent my grandfather a 
Bible, in which he had changed a well-known 
line to read, ‘Now, Barrabas was a pub- 
lisher.”” Handing Mr. Milne the book in 
question, Mr. Murray continued, “Here is 
Byron’s Bible, and, as you will see with cu- 
riosity, there is no mark whatever on the page 
where the Barrabas passage occurs, or, in- 
deed, anywhere else. In a word, the story 
never had a shadow of foundation so far as 
Byron and the house of Murray were con- 
cerned. If there is in English literary history 
any incident of the sort—and my father used 
to tell me what he believed to be the real ver- 
sion—why, it has no concern with Byron and 
ourselves. 





CUBAN COPYRIGHT. 


Don GONZALES DE QuESADA, the Cuban 
Minister, on the 19th inst. called upon Secre- 
tary Hay regarding the application of the 
United States copyright laws to Cuban au- 
thors. The protection of the Cuban copy- 
right laws having already been granted to 
American authors, the Minister desired that 
negotiations for a similar courtesy upon the 
part of the United States be speedily consum- 
mated. It was ascertained that, although the 
document had not been made public, Presi- 
dent Ropsevelt several days ago signed a 
proclamation which announces the extension 


of the American copyright laws to Cuban 
authors.

OBITUARY NOTES. 


JAMES Roperts Grtmore, (“Edmund 
Kirke,”) died in Glens Falls, N. Y., November 
16, after an illness of several years. He was 
born in Boston, September 10, 1823, and was 
prepared for college in Utica, but entered a 
counting room at the age of fourteen and be- 
came a partner in the business before he was 
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of age. At the age of twenty-five he became 
the head of a raw cotton and shipping firm 
in New York, from which he retired with a 
competency before the beginning of the Civil 
War.

In July, 
1864, with Colonel Jaquess, he was intrusted 
with an unofficial mission to the Confederate 
Government, with a view to arranging peace, 
but only succeeded in eliciting from Jefferson 
Davis a declaration that he would not con-

Advance Guard of Western Civilization,” 
“The Last of the Thorndikes,” “The Moun- 
tain White Heroine,” and “Personal Recol- 
lections of Lincoln.” He was an intimate 
personal friend of President Lincoln, Henry 
W. Longfellow, Oliver Wendell Holmes, 
Ralph Waldo Emerson and Horace Greeley. 
He was also the editor of the “Cyclopedia of 
American Biography.” He had recently been 
working on a psychic work, of which he had 
written only a few chapters. For fifteen 
years he had resided at Bolton, on Lake 
George, on the old place formerly owned by 
Judge John W. Edmonds, of New York, 
whose daughter he married.
